Physicians there administered 


closed cardiac massage, oxygen 
and adrenalin. "At first he was 
pulseless," said a doctor who 
treated him, "then his pulse 
came back and we began to hear 
a heart beat and he began to 
breathe —a little ratlcally." 


The doctor, Victor Baz, said 


Ethel Kennedy, who accompa- 
nied her husband in the ambu- 
lance, was frightened — "she 
didn't believe he was alive be- 
cause she couldn't see that he 
was responding. I put the ste- 
thescope to her ears so she 
could listen and she was tre- 
mendously relieved. 


She was "very superb . . . 


' very edgy, but my own wife 


wouldn't have done as well. I 
don't think. She was gracious 
at all times." 


Kennedy was taken to Good 


Samaritan Hospital near down- 
town Los Angeles. There a team 
of six surgeons began brain sur- 
gery at 3:12 a.m. that lasted 
about 3 hours and 40 minutes. 


Doctors said one bullet struck 


near the right ear and entered 
the brain. Another hit in the 
shoulder, 
A third apparently 


grazed his forehead. 


Kennedy's press aide said aft- 


er the surgery that no further 
effort is planned for removal of 
the remaining bullet fragment 
In the skull. "Some fragments 
of the bullet and bone went to 
the brain stem," he said, and 
the senator lost considerable 
blood. 


Kennedy was moved, uncon- 


scious, to the hospital's inten- 
sive care unit. 


The surgery was pronounced 


successful 
in that it accom- 


plished what it set out to do, 
remove most of the bullet. 


Kennedy's personal physician 


was flying here from Boston. 


The actual surgery here was 


performed 
by Drs. Maxwell 


Ambler of the University of Cal- 
ifornia at Los Angeles Medical 
School and Nat Downes Reid 
and Henry Cuneo of the Uniyer-. 
' sity of Southern California Med- 
ical School.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


gunman shot down Sen, Robert 
F. Kennedy today moments aft- 
er he proclaimed victory in Cal- 
ifornia's Democratic presiden- 
tial primary election. After 
more than three hours of sur* 
gery for removal of a bullet 
from his brain he was in "e*« 
tremely critical condition." 


Bystanders grabbed the man 


and wrested a pistol from him 
at the scene. After hours of 
questioning in which he declined 
to identify himself or discuss 
the shooting, authorities ar- 
raigned him on six counts of as"- 
sault with intent to commit 
murder. 


Five 
other persons were 


wounded. 
The presidential 
contender 


was struck down about $k 
years after his brother, Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, was 
slain in Dallas by a bullet in the 
head fired by a hidden rifleman. 


The 
slender, 
dark-haired 


young man charged with the 
shooting sat stonily silent for 
hours under police questioning; 
giving only a lone "yes" to one 
question.

let was removed from the New 
York senator's brain, an aide 
said, but a second and less seri- 
ous bullet remained in the back 
of his neck. 


For Kennedy, said press sec- 


retary Frank Mankiewlcz, the 
next 24 to 36 hours are critical. 


He said vital signs— pulse and 


breathing—are in good order 
but there "may have been some 
impairment of the blood supply 
to the center of the brain. The 
center, he said, controls pulse, 
blood pressure and tracking of 
the eyes—but not the thinking 
processes. 


The 42-year-old 
New York 


Senator came from behind in 
California's crucial, primary to 
accrue a winning lead over Sen, 
Eugene J, McCarthy around 
midnight. Kennedy had pro- 
claimed his win to about 2,000 
supporters at an Ambassador 
Hotel rally and was taking a 
shortcut through the kitchen to 
a meeting with newsmen when 
shots rang out.
